Second best is 
to rent a small mmng ma- 
chine. A mixer does a better 
job than is likely by hand. 


A good concrete mix for a patio 


comprises one part of Portland 
cement, two parts of clean dry 
sand, three parts of gravel or 
crushed stone 
No more than six 


gallons of water to each sack of 
cement should be used 


If the sand is not absolutely dry, 


try five or five one-half gallons of 
water. The mix should never be 
sloppy.
